I can tell you all, that the former supervisor 
was the one shouting to close the door, or she wouldn’t show 
the checks to the rest of the board. I wonder where these facts 
she speaks about are coming from? All in all, the interview was 
a good show and worth watching if nothing more than to see a 
former politician back to her old tricks.

MCCA Refund For 
Auto Insurance 
Policy 


Legislation initiated in the 
Michigan House of Repre- 
sentatives prompted the insur- 
ance industry to agree that 
Michigan motorists should get 
a refund from the Michigan 
Catastrophic Claims Assoc- 
iation (MCCA) fund. The 
amount agreed to is $180 per 
insured car. 

The refunds will be taken 
from the $2.5 billion surplus 
that has accumulated over the 
last several years in the 
MCCA fund. The MCCA is an 
assessment all drivers pay as a 
part of their insurance costs. 
The money goes into a special 
fund devised by insurance 
companies to cover cata- 
strophic injury claims. Com- 
pletely controlled by the insur- 
ance industry, the MCCA 
meets behind closed doors to 
set fees paid by all Michigan 
drivers through their auto 
insurance premiums. Curr- 
ently the fund is worth more 
than $6 billion, with a surplus 
estimated at $2.5 billion — 
which is more than all the 
claims the fund has paid in the 
past 20 years. 

It’s obvious that Michigan 
drivers have been overcharged 
for this fund for several years. 
The $180 per car refund is 
long overdue, and I was 
pleased to support legislation 
to ensure that insurance com- 
panies begin refunding drivers 
soon. Recently, we passed 
another bill in the House to 
require that companies issue 
refunds no later than August 1.
